for tracks and stakes offered by

New York was hit hardest by the 
recently-enforced ban on horse ra c­ 
ing, but It is not the first time the 
Em pire State has seen .shuttered 
betting windows and ill attended 
I racks. 


Back in 1011 and 1912, the game 
was blacked out by a thing 
the 
D irector’s 
Liability Law anti 
horsemen had to fight their case 
clear up to the Appellate Division 
m the New' York State Supreme 
Court neforc they could once more 
get going 


The country must have been a 
trifle humorless back in those <iu>> 
because the forces of social reform 
closed down the tracks and seven 
years later forbid the citizens to 
indulge in vino. The havoc wrought 
at tracks In New York was com­ 
parable to that caused by Prohibi 
tion and reaction against l*oth was 
bitter and, In tin* case of racing, 
faster. 


There seemed to be ome doubts 
as to the integrity of horse play­ 
ers in those days and on June 15, 
1U10, Gov. Charles Evans Hughes 
ot New York signed the Perkins- 
Agnew anti-betting law. There was 
a little civil commotion in the legis­ 
lative 
chambers 
of 
Albany 
over 
this bill, 
and

platoon

righteous, In order to cinch the 
passing of the bill, dragged from 
ills sick bed one Senator Foelker 
and practically carried the old fel­ 
low

his vote tor the bill, then went back 
to bed and spent tln> next couple
